Mayor of Olds 
Passes Away 


R. Bowman Campbell, mayor of 
Olds for the past eight years, died 
suddenly at his home Tuesday mor- 
ning from a heart attack. Mr. 
Campbell had been confined indoors 
since Sunday last, but his condition 
was not considered serious. His 
passing came as a distinct shock to 
the entire district. 

Born in Belfast, Ireland, Mr. 
Campbell came to Olds in 1901. He 
took a position first as bookkeeper 
for the firm of Moore and Hall, later 
homesteading six miles south-east of 
Olds. He returned to Olds and be- 
came the first secretary-treasurer of 
the town and also the first secretary- 
treasurer of the Agricultural Society. 

He was first elected mayor 18 
years ago, was again elected mayor 
in 1929 and had served in that 
capacity since. At the time of his 
death he was engaged in auctioneer- 
ing, real estate and insurance. 

Mr. Campbell was a past-master 
of the Masonic Order and was also 
a member of the Elks and Odd 
Fellows, 

He leaves to mourn his loss: three 
daughters and two sons: a brother, 
H. B. Campbell who resides at Al- 
lingham; three brothers in Ireland 
and a sister at Singapore. 

The funeral, which will be held at 
the United Church, Olds, today 
(Thursday) at 2 p.m. will be in 
charge of the loca! Masonic Order, 
with Rev. N. W. Whitmore conduc- 
ting the church service.
